FACTS IN THE CONDEMNATION PEO

As is stated in another column th 


jury to condemn a portion of the Elec 
trie railroad met here last Tuesda; 
While the only duty of this jury is t 
determiner the value of that part of th 
road which is to be taken, many ma 
ters more or less foreign to the issu 
crept into the case. The jury very prop 
erly decided to bear all of both sides o 
the question and ignored many of th 
laws of evidence, so that several itn 
portant facts were made known relatin 
to the positions of both parties, whic 
we would not have known should th 
case have been tried strictly. 


The testimony indicates the points o 


contention. The Trolley company o 
fered the testimony of several hac 
drivers and others who certainly Imv 
very good opportunities for knowing 
that a very large proportion to the bus 
ness of the trolley road is made up o 
excursionists who desire to see tb 
"Devil's Den" rather than any othe 
place, and that if tbe road is changed its 
business will be much injured. On th 
other hand the counsel for the Govern 
ment offered ..the testimony of severa 
gentlemen, some of whom are members 
of the Memorial Association, to the e 
feet that the road would not.be injurec 
by the proposed change; that not mor 
than one-half of the travel of the roa 
is foreign and the view of Little Bound 
Top and the "Valley of Death" is bette 
from the "Wheatfield" road than from 
the-present route. 


There ran scarcely be a doubt but tha 


this last statsment is correct. That is 
that the >iew is better and it may b 
t'lie that, histoiimlly, the points alon 
the "Wheatfleld" road are more inter 
esting than by the present route, but 
is absurd to say that tbe line as propose 
would be as interesting to the genera 
t-aveler as is the present line. On th 
new route there is scarcely a shade tree 
there is not a monument of great beauty 
there is not a place suitable fora station 
whereas the present station is along sid 
of a pleasant and shady grove, quit 
close to the attractive "Devil's Den. 
The distance from the proposed static 
to the "Devil's Dun" 's at least fiv 
times as far as from the present station 


The trolley now runs through til 


"Yalley of Death," whereas by the new 
line it would run along the end of il 
We are.not able to judgeof tbisquestioi 
historically, but as to general interes 
the present route is Jar preferable to th 
line proposed. 


It was stated that the Commission

Argentine Wheat Competition. 


FEAR OF 
1'ERMAXENT ES.Il'RY TO 


AMERICAN WHEAT GROWERS. 


The Argentine republic as a wheat 


growing country has in the recent past 
covna sharply and prominently to the 
front as a direct competitor with the 
U nited States. In fn ct the unprecedent- 
edly low prices at which wheat has been 
selling for more than a year is in no 
small degree attributable directly to this 
competition. Great Britain and western 
Europe, which form the great market 
place for the world's wbeat surplus, have 
taken advantage of the largely increased 
offerings from South America and bought 
freely. During the period of intense de- 
pression in the earlier part of this year, 
only slightly relieved now, the "bears" 
made less capital out of the Indian or 
even the Russian crop than they did out 
of the fact that Argentine was sell- 
ing wheat in Liverpool and London at 
prices equal to a cent a pound. 


Many careful students of the wheat 


situation are bsginning to fear that the 
expansion of the area in that district 
will become so important as to jeopar- 
dize permanently the price American 
farmers shall receive for their wheat. 
The increase in production has certainly 
been remarkable during the last two de- 
cades. Whether it is to continue in the 
same ratio is a question. Up to two 
years ago the high prices paid stimulated 
whnat growing in Argentina materially, 
but this has been somewhat checked ow- 
ing to the low level of the last IS months. 
Methods of cultivating the ground, 
handling and marketing the crops are 
much less uearly perfect than in this 
country, and this in itself will serve to 
prevent as rapid an increase in the pro- 
duction as might otherwise be tbe case. 


Last year 4,600,000 acres of land were 


under cereal cultivation in Argentina, 
and the entire area fit for growing grains 
approximates 2-10,000,000 acres through- 
out the republic. The class of wheat 
most grown is known as the barietta, 
which resembles our red American win- 
ter wheat, and to some extent what is 
known in the Chicago market as Kansas 
hard wheat. The large export houses 
located at the seaboard send their agents 
and buyers into the country to contract 
for the surplus crop which is harvested 
chiefly during the month of January. A 
few grain elevators at the shipping points 
on the ocean are built on the American 
plan and work well, but in the main the 
crop is bandied in a very crude manner, 
being placed in bags and loaded into the 
vessel in this form. Owing to the lack 
of ample country storage considerable 
damage is done, especially in wet weath- 
er. The grain is frequently simply piled 
in bags on the ground and at the plat- 
forms of interior railway stations and is 
thus exposed to serious rain storms. 


The increase in exports is almost sen- 


sational, beginning scarcely 15 years ago. 
A meager 0,000 bu. were shipped during 
18S1. In a little over two years the ex- 
ports had increased to 2,2-50,000 bu., and 
in 1SS7 jumped to 8,800,000 bu. This 
was followed by two lean yeara, but in 
1890 12,000,000 bu. were sent abroad, go- 
ing almost altogether to Europe. The 
exports in ISM were nearly 15,000,000 bu. 
and in 1S92 17,400,000 bu. The last 
wheat crop was phenomenal in yield, and 
a careful estimate places this at 17 bu. 
per acre against government returns for 
this country of less than 12 bu. The 
quality of the latest crop is rather below 
an average and cargoes sent abroad were 
universally mixed with dirt and other 
foreign substances. The shipments, how- 
ever, were very large, approximating 
36,000,000 bu. during the first three 
months of this year. 


This sharp competition, which our 


American wheat growers are obliged to 
face, is readily seen in the English pur- 
chases to make up needed requirements. 
During the Bret seven months ol 1894 
the imports into Great Britain included 
15,000,000 bu. from the United States. 
while the Argentine furnished 13,000,000 
bu., or almost as much. The price of 
wheat in England has declined from a 
point as high as 41.60 per bu. in 1874 to 
5S to 60c during the last few months for 
the kind last noted.

be rented at about 40c an acre and the 
careful farmer can usually depend on a 
yieldoMStolobu. Regarding the acre- 
age for this year, it is estimated about 
20 per cent, greater than that of a year 
ago. It is scarcely probable that the 
average yield will be as great, and care- 
ful estimates place the crop for export 
only slightly larger than that of the cur- 
rent year. One thing which has served 
to sharply stimulate the free marketing 
of the Argentine wheat is the premium 
on gold, now about £00. This is so great 
that the producer receives for his wheat 
crop now being sold an average of about 
&7c .n gold per bu. The purchasing 
power of a bushel of this wheat in the 
Argentine market places is relatively 
much greater than that of the same rais- 
ed by the Dakota or Ohio farmer. The 
cost of producing wheat in the Argentine 
in "92 was 13c per bu (gold), according to 
tbe average of several crops investigated 
by the English consul at Buenos Ayres. 
—American Aijriculturist.

the surface throughout the winter, and 
until the land is plowed in the spring. 


Advanced farmers now use their ma- 


nure in the fall and apply fertilizers in 
the spring. Phosphates are applied in 
the fall, however, along with the ma- 
nure, in order to allow more time for 
solubility before'spring. 
Sitrogenons 


fertilizers and potash being more soluble, 
are applied in the spring. The question 
to be considered, however, is whether 
the farmer is willing to give his manure 
in the heap his attention in winter. If 
he can do so he will reduce his manure 
to a fine condition, ant] have it suitable 
for early crops, but if the manure in the 
heap is to receive BO care, no handling or 
turning over, it will be better to spread 
that now on hand on land that requires 
it the most, and begin another heap with 
materials which are to be added in the 
future. Fertilizers are available at all 
times, and need not be applied, it' pre- 
ferred, until the occasion arrives for 
their use. 


Subsoil Plowing-. 


Arery few farmers have ever experi- 


mented with subsoil plowing. Theru 
appears to be an old-time belief that tho 
hard pan or subsoil of farming lands 
should not be disturbed. 
There are, 


however, some farmers who conclude 
land may become surcharged with cer- 
tain elements to an extent that the mix- 
ing together of a portion of subsoil will 
produce increased yield of crops. An- 
olher advantage of subsoil plowing will 
be the retaining of moisture longer in the 
soil and also quicker drainage during 
protracted rainy spells. 


The following letter, giving the results 


of experiments with subsoil plowing was 
recently received by the secretary of 
agriculture from Mr. Peter Youngers, 
Jr., of Geneva, Neb., and affords an idea 
of the value, at least in one instance, of 
subsoil plowing. 


Having practiced sub-oil plowing ex- 


tensively on our nursery grounds near 
Geneva in growing fruit and ornamental 
trees with gratifying results, we conclud- 
ed to experiment with gram and vege- 
tables. 


The ground was prepared by subsoil 


plowing in the fall of 1892, and the crop 
of 1S93 consisted of corn and potatoes. 
L'orn that year being only a moderate 
3rop in this vicinity, (maximum forty 
jiishels per acre, and the average not 
exceeding twenty bushels,) we harvested 
i crop of seventy-five bushels per acre 
'rom a strip of ground that had been 
subsoiled. The potato crop was practi- 
cally a failure in this vicinity; the result 
of our experiment was a good crop— 
ibout 12-3 bushels per acre. 


This season (1894) the crop consists of 


rye, oats, corn and potatoes. Rye har- 
vested indicates a yield of 35 bushels per 
acre, while rye in an adjoining field—the 
:ame seed, planting and harvest, but not 
mbsoiled—will yield 10 bushels per acre. 


Oats on land subsoil plowed In fall of 
S93 will yield 40 to 45 bushels per acre; 
rats on land subsoil plowed in fall of 
892 will yield 30 to 35 bushels per acre; 
Data on land adjoining, under ordinary 
ultivalJon, will yield 10 to 15 bushels 
ler acre, (the average crop under the ad- 
'erse conditions that prevailed,) in each 
nstance the seed, soil and planting beine 
he same. 
The superiority of subsoil cultivation 


3 especially conspicuous in the length of 
traw and stand on the ground. 
Tlie results of experiments with this 
•ear's corn and potatoes cannot at this 
hue be determined. With a continua- 
-ion of the present favorable conditions 
ve will have the largest yield of corn we 
lave ever had. Even under these favor- 
ble conditions the cern on subsoil plow- 
(1 ground seems to possess a special ele- 
nent of strength that will, in all proba- 
ulity, exert its influence in demonstrat- 
:ig the value of subsoil cultivation. 


Improvements in Elorses, 


The improvements obtained for horses 


during the past 300 years can readily be 
understood by any one who will rec- 
ognize facts. When Charles 11. ascend- 
ed the throne the native bred English 
race horse was easily beaten by the im- 
ported Eastern horses. These, when 
mated with British stock, with the small 
pony and the great horse, gave to their 
offspring improved form and qualifica- 
tions. 


Thia improved breed, wheu mi 


intertse, produced a still better class o 
animals, to which the Barley and Go 
dolphia Arabians gave those excelle 
impressions which have resulted in th 
ultimate development of the Euglis 
thoroughbred. From the days of th 
Tudors to the present the race horse ha 
increased in size, and this has heei 
caused by crossing and judicious selec 
tion of parents. 


Tae late Admiral Rons thought differ 


ently, namely, that the English thorough 
bred was a pure Eastern exotic; that hi 
was a lineal descendant of the Aral] 
"without a single drop of English bloot 
in his veins," and although lie pointec 
out how the racer had gradually, from 
century to century, increased in height 
he attributed this development to Hi 
effects of our "damp foggy climate,' 
combined with "good pasture and judi 
cious management. He lias increasei 
in size, strength and vigor in these damp 
foggy little islands." 


If climate and good pasture caused al 


the improvements which the Admira 
admits did occur, how is it Unit, anteced 
ent to CharlesII.'s day, the small horse: 
did not increase in size ? The climati 
and pasture played the same part then 
as they are said to have done later on 
and surely the Tudors would not have 
enacted laws for the slaughter of sii 
horses and "unlikely tits," if they hac 
recognized that good pastures nnd ; 
humid atmosphere would h;ive producec 
greater size. The truth is'that the 
horses of England at this period hit 
degenerated, perhaps the result of ii 
breeding, and worthless progeny hai 
become too common, an evil which i 
only needed a fresh cross of good liloot 
to remedy ; this was obtained from va 
rious sources, but principally front the 
Eastern importations.

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IX THE FALL,. 


Autumu the Be4t Time for Haiiliiii; ami 


Spreading. 


One of the problems with manure is 


when to apply it to the best advantage. 
No rule given will apply t« all farms, as 
they differ. Hillside land, or that which 
is subject to the leaching of rains, will 
lose a larger portion of the soluble por- 
tions of manure than level plots. The 
beet time to haul manure is when the 
farmer has less work to do in some other 
direction. Highly as manure is valued, 
its cost ia hauling is sometimes greater 
than the value of its plant food, and the 
hauling and spreading b therefore the 
most costly and important item connect- 
ed with it, the distance, kind of manure, 
actual value of the manure, and facilities 
for handling it having their effect upon 
the value of the whole, and affecting the 
results to be derived from it. It has 
been tlenonstrated, however, that the 
majority ol farmers can handle manure 
and spread it on their fields in the fall at 
less coat than at any other season of the 
year. 


Manure can deteriorate in quality 


white in a heap as well as when wished 
by rains or dried by the sun. 
Some 


farmers prefer to plow their land and 
barrow tbe manure in, but this necessi- 
tates the hauling over plowed ground. 
Others spread the manure and then plow 
with a one-hone plow, while many aim-' 
ply spread tbe manure on the surface and 
allow it to remain. If there is no dan- 
ger from rains carrying away the soluble 
material tbe spreading on the surface 
will be satisfactory, but it is a risk. Ma- 
nure can be used on wheat land in the 
fall, for next year's crop, to the best ad- 
vantage, but if it is to be applied else- 
where it will pay to work it into tbe top 
soil io some manner, even if with only a 
cultivator, as there is sura to be a loss of 
notable tod volatile matter if exposed on
